KEEPING IN. TOUCH 
THE VALUE OF RADIO- 
TELEGRAMS 


, 
-“ 


An increasing use is being made by air 
travellers of the facility enabling wireless 
messages to be sent to passengers in air liners 
which are in flight, or from passengers in flight 
to ground stations. 

This radio-telegraph, or “Airadio” service, 
between air liners and ground stations is 
applicable to the air liners of Imperial Airways 
in flight on Empire routes, and all countries 


' except European countries, although in regard 
| to Italy permission has now been obtained for 


‘ Airadios ” to be sent from aircraft through 
Italian ground stations to any country. In 
India these messages can only be sent from 


aircraft to the ground, and only messages 


‘destined for places in India and Burma. The 


'“ Airadio’’ services prove on occasion a boon 
to Government officials and business men, and 
also to other travellers who—while they are in 
flight on some stage of an Empire journey— 
may be receiving, or may wish to despatch, a 
message of an urgent nature. 

In the case of a radio-telegram to be dis- 
patched from the grouni to a passenger in 
flight, this is accepted in the usual way at 
the cable or wireless. office of origin.: ‘The 
message is then transmitted to the air-port 
nearest to where the aircraft is flying. 
This station calls ap the  air-liner 
and transmits the message to her operator, 
and he delivers it to the passenger indicated. 
by the reverse process, when a passenger who 
is in flight hands in an “‘ Airadio’’ for des- 
patch to some ground destination, the wire- 
less operator calls up the nearest ground 
station on his route, and transmits the 
message to the operator there. The latter 
then sees that the message goes on by ground 
«ireless or cable to the destination indicated. 
These messages from the air bear the name 
ot the aircraft of origin in the same way as 
those emanating from a liner at sea, But 
whereas the ocean liner’s message bears the 
letters “‘R.M.S.’’—‘‘ Royal Mail Steamship “ 
--those from the air bear the letters 
“hR.M.A.” which, of course, stand for 
“Royal Mail Aircraft”? Then, just as an 
ocean radio bears the name of the originating 
liner, so the radio-telegram from the air bears 
the name of the aircraft from which the 
message comes—such as R.M.A. ‘‘ Hannibal,’’ 
k.M.A, “ Hengist,”’ etc. 

The alnility to keep in touch with a pas- 
senger in the air sometimes proves of excep- 
tional value. As an example, one may take 
the case of a prominent Government official 
who was flying along one of the main Empire 
services. Appointments were being made for 
him to see Government officials at various 
points lying ahead. It was also desired that 
he should receive denutations at certain of 
his points of call. These proposed arrange- 
ments were wirlessed to him up in the air, 
and he was abie to reply immediately, in- 
dicaling whether or not he could manage to 
fit in all the functions and inspections pro- 
posed. 

Another instance which may be taken was 
that of a prominent business man with many 
interests in connection with the movements 
of the stock markets. While he was making 
an Empire air journey he kept constantly in 
touch with market movements, not only re- 
ceiving messages while in flight, but also 
transmitting from the air his various instruc- 
— as to what he wished his representatives 
to do.

A REMARKABLE 
FLIGHT 


FOUR THOUSAND MILES 
IN FIVE DAYS 


xI—-é—— 


Four thousand miles, from New York to 
Central Europe, in five days! That was the 
record achieved by the recent test in which 
a specially chartered Imperial Airways air 
liner met the liner Queen Mary at Cherbourg, 
and flew with a party of passengers via Paris, 
Zurich, Munich and Vienna to Budapest. 

Further details are now available as to 
this remarkable demonstration, which showed 
in a most convincing fashion how fast and 
luxurious air connections with ocean liners 
can now be provided to the principal cities of 
Europe 

As soon as the Queen Mary reached Cher- 
bourg the party which were to make the 
1,020 miles’ flight to Budapest were conveye:l 
bv motor launch to the aerodrome at Querque 
ville. After entering the waiting air liner 
the first section of their flight was from 
Cherbourg to Paris. This stage, 209 miles. 
was completed in just over an hour and a 
quarter at an average speed of 168 miles an 
hour. After being welcomed ‘at the Paris 
airport of Le Bourget, the next stage was 
one of 306 miles to Zurich, on a route skirted 
by the Vosges and Black Forest, to 
the north and the Jura Mountains to 
the south. Zurich was reached = at 
lunch-time, and those who met the party 
found it hard to believe that at breakfast-time 
that same morning the aerial voyagers had 
heen over 500 miles away on the Queen Mary 
at Cherbourg. 

Next they flew over Lake Constance along 
a line north of the Bavarian Alps to Munich, 
a distance of 144 miles, which was covered in 
less than an hour. After more greetings at 
the splendid Munich air-port, the party were 
off again in the direction of Vienna. This 
proved a fascinating flight, following the 
wide curves of the Danube, with mountain 
peaks stretching away to the south. 

It was between Munich and Vienna that 
the air-liner reached a speed of over 170 miles 
an hour at a height of 7,000 feet. The fina! 
135 miles from Vienna to Budapest was 
covered-in exactly an hour—a wonderful view 
being obtained from the air of the romantic 
city of Budapest This remarkable flight was 
chronicled the same night by a broadcast 
from the Budapest wireless station and by a 
special commemoration dinner. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN 
GERMANY 


FURTHER DECREASE IN 
JULY 


Semen 


The month of July brought an additional 
lessening of the figures for unemployment in, 
Germany to 1,170,000, there being a reduction 
of 170,000 in that month, This even out- 
distances the low level of 1929, when there 
were 1,251,000 unemployed. Many rural dis- 
tricts and a large number of industrial 
centres are at present without unemployed 
eltogether. 

The favourable situation with regard to 
employment, aside from the heavy seasonal 
demand for agricultural labour, is due to 
capacity occupation of the building trades 
and metal industries. The demand for labour 
is such that, with the dearth in skilled hands, 
which has been making itself felt for quite 
some time, employment was given to those 
who a few years ago would not have been 
taken on. 

Since the beginning of 1933, 4,900,000 
persons have been put back in work. The

there was a small increase in milk 
yield and in food consumed. Of 1,716,000 
cows in the country in 1933-34, 678,402, or 
39.4 per cent., were tested. This is a slight 
decrease on the previous year, but it is not 
surprising considering the difficulties of 
cattle-rearing during that period, The average 
milk yield per cow was 773 gallons with 3.85 
an cent, milk fat, á321b, butter, 297.81b. 
utter fat; while 2,925 food units were con- 
sumed, showing an increase. 

The herd which showed the best results 
was made up of seven cows which gave an 
average milk yield of 1,634 gallons, with 
4.32 per cent. butter fat and a yield of 756lb. 
butter. This herd, and also that which took 
second place, was of the Red Danish breed. 
The highest individual yield was that of a 
red cow, which produced 2,209 gallons of 
milk, with 4.35 per cent. fat, 1.078lb. butter 
and 950ib. butter fat. In 1932, the number

of cows in the country was 1,770,000, of. 


which 39.6 per cent. were tested, 

From the report on compulsory butter tests 
in Denmark, we learn that 1,623 creameries 
took part, just one more than the previous 
year, while the total quantity of milk handled 
was 1,840 million kilos, and of butter pro- 
duced 185 million kilos. The quantity of 
butter exported from Denmark in 1933 was 
151 million kilos, while the amount con- 
sumed at home was 34 million kilos, or 18 
per cent. of the total production. 


CROWN ROT IN SUGAR 
BEET. 


-“ a 


Since crown rot in sugar beet is associated 
with a deficiency of available boron in the 
soil, trials carried out in the Irish Free State 
last year confirm the results obtained in 
1954, and indicate clearly that crown rot in 
sugar beet can be prevented or its spread 
checked by the application of a dressing of 
commercial granulated borax. Accordingly, 
farmers who are growing beet in areas where 
the disease is prevalent should adopt the 
practice of applying borax, either directly 
to the crop or mixed with the artificial 
manures. The Irish manure manufacturers 
have placed on the market supplies of the 
standard 4-4-1 sugar. beet mixture, in which 
borax in the proportion of Qllb. to Sewt. of 
tha mixture has been incorporated. 

Arrangements have also been made 
v hereby farmers who have been in the habit 
of making up their own rixture will be 
able to procure borax from merchants who 
nsually stock artificial manures. From 21 to 
28lb. of borax per statute acre may be ex- 
pected to contro! crown rot. If the borax is 
being applied with the artificial manures, 
which is, perheps, the most convenient 
method of application, it should be mixed 
with the superphospate or with the potash 
manure before the sulphafe of ammonia is 
added| Farmers whe do not apply borax ot 
the time of sowine the seed, and whose 
crops may afterwards become affected with 
crown rot, siould top-dress such crops with 
borax as soon as the disease is noticed. To 
facilitate application the borax should be 
mixed with dry sand or earth. 

It should be rempmbered that borax in ex- 
cessive quantity is A pliant poison, and that = 
dressing in excess of the maximum quantity 
of 28lb. per statute acie used in these trials 
may depress botn yield and sugar content of 
the crop.

SELECTION OF BREEDING 
STOCK 


» 


Birds approaching the end of their first 
ing, should be examined now and only the 
best retained for breeding purposes. Only 
large-framed, good-bodied birds, typical of 
their breed, and with plenty of ' stamina, 
should be retained. Birds which show any 
defect, weakness or delicacy in: constitution 
should not be selected “for breeding, no 
matter what their egg records may be. It 
is better to dispose of such for table pur- 
poses before moulting commences. 

The birds selected for breeding should be 
encouraged to take a rest from laying, so 
that they may be in a suitable condition to 
produce good eggs for hatching early in the 
season. This may be done by giving them 
a complete change of ground and by feeding 
them on bulky, plain food, consisting largely 
of bran and containing no milk or other 
protein supplements, such as fish meal or 
meat meal. They should, for preference, he 
housed in slatted-floor houses, and any -birds 
which go broody might be allowed’to remain 
so for a reasonable period. The object 
should be to get the birds to monl$ and to 
have them through the moult and pasted 
before eggs are required for hatching paur- 
poses.

CAUSE ANNUAL LOSS OF 
&£3,000,000 


HE need for adequate 
veterinary research work in the Irish 


Free State was stressed by Professor 
Kearney, M.R.C.V.S., at the general meeting 
of the Veterjnary Medical Association of 
Ireland, recently held at the Veterinary 
College, Dublin. 

Farm live stcok “in 1935, 

had been officially placed at a value of 
£43 .000,000, while the sales of live stock and 
their producta overseas approximate 70 per 
cent. of the value of the total agricultural 
export trade. For the maintenance of this 
asset, the veterinary profession was, to a 
large extent, responsible. ‘The freedom of 
our iive stock from certain infectious dis- 
eases allowed them entrance to the markets 
of Great Britain and elsewhero which would 
otherwise be closed to them. The 
referred to are renderpest, pleuro-pneumonia, 
glanders, rabies, foot-and-mouth disease, and 
swine fever. 


of Loss 


There are, however. still a number of 
diseases that are serious in their general 
economic and public health effects, Amongst 
these are tuberculosis, infertility, contagious 
abortion of cattle, mastitis of cows, diseases 
of newly-born animals, worm infestations and 
certain diseases of sheep, poultry and dogs. 

“The direct and indirect losses from these 
diseases are not possible to estimate with any 
degree of accuracy, but I have roughly cal- 
culated the direct losses as being in the 
neighbourhood of £3,000,000 per annum. At 
this figure it means that in an industry 
capitalised at £43,000,000, there is a pre 
ventible annual wastage of £3,000,000 ap- 
proximately. I*ask you what commercial 
concern would allow such a state of affairs to 
continue, and how many shareholders from 
among our farming community would remain 
content with a directorate with whom they 
had invested money, who were responsible for 
such a position? 

“In the official estimates of Government 
expenditure there is provided under the head. 
ing of veterinary research a figure of £3,778, 
but the position 1s, in fact, that only the 
salary of one research officer and about £170 
are expended on this work. The balance of 
£5,108 is devoted to laboratory diagnosis work 
of a routine nature. This means that a sum 
of about £670 only is spent annually in in- 
vestigating ways and means of- preventing a 
loss through various diseases of £3,000,000 a 


year. 


What Others Do 


“ Let us compare this provision with that 
of other countries in this respect. In Great 
sritain, with an animal population of 
6,558,000 cattle,’ 16,470,000 sheep, 3,812.000 
pigs, 875,000 equines and 61,945,000 poultry, 
a little over three times the animal popula- 
tion of this country, there are eight veterinary 
research institutes, employing 52 research 
workers at an expenditure for which, un- 
fortunately, I have not been able to get a 
complete estimate, but towards which £32,570 
are given by the Development Fund annually. 

‘‘In Northern Ireland, where there are 
799.250 cattle, 818.200 sheep, 457,000 pigs, 
91,500 equines and 10,086,000 poultry, or, 
approximately one-quarter of the population 
of the Irish Free State. Leaving poultry out 
of consideration, the annual expenditure on 
veterinary research is £6,719

Importance of Local Influence 

“There are some people who, no doubt, 
will argue that there is no necessity for in- 
creased veterinary research here, since this is 
being carried out in other countries on such 
a scale as to meet our requirements. While 
agreeing that the results of work of this 
sort elsewhere would be of great help to us 
here, [ must point out that measures of con- 
trol of disease which are found successful in 
one country are not necessarily successful ‘in 
others. I need but mention the peculiar 
divergence of behaviour of the B.C.G. Vac- 
cme in such countries as France, Ireland and 
Canada. Furthermore, while a common 
factor might be at work in causing a parti- 
cular disease in different countries it some- 
times happens that its effects are increased 
or decreased by local imfluences. In this 
country certain diseases appear to be 
materially influenced by such factors, More- 
over, there are certain diseases here which 
urgently require investigation, and which, so 
far as I know, are not being investigated 
clsewhere, 

“I have calculated that a sum of at least 
£10,000. a year will be required for vete- 
rinary research here. This amount is not 
large in comparison to the figures so spent 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. A 
very small levy on the resources of the live 
stock industry would supply sufficient money 
for this without causing any apygeciable 
hardship to the farming community. When 
the industry is losing £3,000,000 a year from 
disease surely one three-hundredth of this 
amount would not be an unreasonable figure 
to apply to the prevention of this loss. 


A Team of Experts 


“The next requirement for research is a 
team of experts... Partly trained or inex 
pertenced workers cannot he expected to pro- 
duce. reliable results, and in fundamental 
work of this sort the swcess of investigation 
depends on the accuracy of the findings. 
Inaccurate findings are liable to Jead to con- 
fusion and to mar the whole issue. Such a 
team of experts should include a biochemist 
pathologist and a parasitologist.”” 


PIGS WITH COUGHS 


———-~o 


From reports received it would appear that 
many pigs are affected with coughs; while 
this trouble is sometimes associated with lung 
worms, the most common cause is chronic 
bronchial pneumonia. It has been found that 
pigs which have suffered from anaemia or 
bloedlessness. during the rearing stages are 
very liable to attacka of this form of pneu- 
monia, and, accordingly, the attention of 
farmers rearing pigs 1s directed to the im- 
portance of taking precautions to prevent 
anaemia in young pigs. A satisfactory method 
of preventing this ailment in young pigs is 
to paint the sow’s udder, during the time 
she is suckling the pigs, with a solution of 
ron and copper salts mixed with treacle, The 
solution is made up by dissolving. 34 ounces 
of ‘Ferrie sulphate and 3 ounce of copper 
sulphate crystals in 1 pint of warm water 
and adding this solution to 1 pint of treacle, 
The sow and young pigs should also he 
allowed out as much as possible on fresh,

that is repaid with substantial interest. If 
the young meadows be suitably treated, and 
that the manurial applications are repeated 
occasionally on the pastures afterwards, the 
poor, deteriorated, and relatively unpro- 
ductive arable pastures would be less in 
evidence, while old, rough land could be 
transformed into valuable grazing. 


A Modified System 


As regards the “‘intensive’’ system, ex« 
perience of it indicates that it possesses 
many features of very practical value. Even 
though farmers did not adopt this in its 
entirety, but took up the more general use of 
phosphatic and potassic fertilisers in accord- 
ance with the first-mentioned system, and, 
in addition, top-dressed selected pasture 
fields with, say, 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia 
per acre in early spring, with a view ta 
obtaining more substantial grazing at an 
earlier date in spring or early summer, and, 
further, took effective steps to graze the 
pastures rotationally, economical results 
would be bound to follow, especially in the 
ease of small farms which may, in the normal 
course, be fully stocked. 

The most important of these results would 
be :—Earlier grass to supplement or replace 
the more expensive and failing supplies of 
house feeding ; pastures would yield a greater 
bulk of more nutritious herbage during the 
normal grass season; gradually it may 
become possible to increase the number of 
cows regularly kept; but what is, perhaps, 
just as important as this, particularly on 
farms that are restricted in area, is that it 
would be possible to keep on the young stock 
through the winter, graze them during the 
following summer, iii. go put them to better 
use than is usually obtained from them when, 
under existing circumstances, they are sold 
off often at poor prices, at ages of from 6 
to 10 months, 
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Small Farms Would Beneft. 


Increasing the grazing capacity of the 
pastures would mean that a smaller area of 
land would suffice as such, and a few extra 
acres could be then be made available to 
produce extra crops to provide winter keep 
for the increased number of stock “ carried.” 
Extra ground would also be to spare for pro 
duction of the cash crops—wheat, bariey, 
beet and, perhaps, tobacco. 

These remarks apply chiefly to the smaller 
farms. They do not, of course, refer with 
anything like equal force to the more 
extensive holdings, on which intensive 
treatment of grass land might give rise to 
entirely superfluous production of grass, 
unless some new and extraordinary outle! 
arose for vastly increased numbers of stock, 
and that the occupiers of large farms were 
prepared to avail themselves of the 
advantages it would offer. On these, too, 
the. devotion of additional land to the tillage 
crops would cause no inconvenience as far 
as pasturage and other fare for stock is 
concerned. All stock kept could- be better 
and more cheaply fed; dairy cows would pro- 
duce more milk; and the dry stock would 
put on mere condition. Instead of de- 
teriorating, the land would undoubtedly 
improve in fertility.

The vibration and 
noise caused by the working of these 
machines had not alone considerably inter- 
fered with the plaintiff's business, but had 
caused large pieces,of the ceiling in her shop 
to fall down. The defendant had ignored 
her request to stop the nuisance. The build- 
ing was old and could not stand the vibra- 
tion caused by the use of the machines, 
which were directly over the shop. 

“TI say,” proceeded the affidavit, “ that if 
the defendant is allowed to continue working 
these machines, it is only a question of days 
until the machines come right through the 
ceiling down into my shop.’ 

Arthur J. Stafford, architect, stated in an 
affidavit that if the defendant continued to 
use the machines thebe would be great danger 
from large pieces of plaster falling, and the 
risk of damage to the fabric by vibration 
was considerable 

Patrick J. Munden, architect, in an affi- 
davit on behalf of the defendant, expresse:| 
the opinion that the breakages in the plain- 
tiff's ceiling were the result of old age and 
of being shaken during building operations. 
The vibration of the sewing machines was so 
slight that it would not affect the structural 
condition of the premises. 

Samuel T. Robinson, electrical engineer, 
stated in an affidavit that he was of opinion 
that the defects in the ground floor ceiling 
were due entirely to the age and general 
condition of the building. 

An affidavit by the defendant stated that 
it would be impossible for the machines or 
anything in connection with his business to 
have caused the damage complained of.

Grasshoppers 


When 1 heard the chirp of a grasshopper 
in my garden the other evening, writes a 
correspondent, it took me quite a long 
time to locate the insect, so closely did its 
colcuring and character fit into the 
surroundings. The noise which ‘he male 
grasshopper makes to attract the female is 
produced by moving the left wing-cover 
against the right in much the same way 
as a violin player draws his bow against 
the strings, but the female makes no 
answering sound, and is, consequently, 
much more difficult to discover. Since 
these insects belong to the great locust 
family, it may be.of interest to recall the 
fact that the children of Israel had an- 
thority to “eat the locust after his kind 
and the grasshopper after his kind.” 
Grasshoppers are harmless enough in this 
country, since they live on flies and cater 
pillars, which they catch by means of their 
powerful front legs, but in America, where 
thev affect a vegetable diet, they are a 
veritable plague to the farmers. It is 
said that what has been left of American 
crops this vear after the terrible dronght 
has been almost completely destroved by 
grasshoppers. Grants have been provided by 
Congress to enable the farmers to purchase 
peison bran mash, which is the most 
effective way of destroying the insects. In 
some of the Southern States, where this 
method has been put into operation, it is 
not uncommon to see piles of dead grass- 
hoppers as high as corn stacks.

During the visit of Queen Victoria to 
Dublin in the late ‘nineties a certain 
Government official was pestered by 
friends to secure the signature of Her 
Majesty for their collections. He hit 
upon the happy idea of arranging with 
one of the staff to replace the blotting 
paper in the Royal sittingroom with clean 
thin sheets as frequently as possible, and. 
as the Queen always used a quill pen, 
a perfect duplication of her signature ap- 
peared on the obverse side of the blotting 
paper. The sheets were collected and dis- 
tributed, much to the gratification of the 
official’s friends. 

The same ingenious official, to satisfy 
the cravings of various seekers of 
mementos of Her Majesty’s visit, ar- 
ranged to have the pens used by the Royal 
correspondent collected each day, and 
fresh quills supplied. Finding it difficult 
to acquire a sufficient number to meet the 
demands, he got over this difficulty by 
purchasing the pens in bundles, dipping 
the points in ink, and distributing them 
around generously among his acquaint- 
ances as articles hallowed by the Royal 
touch.

MIRACLES AND THE 
RESURRECTION 


TI difficulty oí believing in Christ's 
ability to perform miracles was mentioned 
by the Rev. J. R. 0. Webb. Vicar of St. 
Alkmund'‘s, Derby, at the Modern Church- 
men's Conference at Oxford yesterday. “If 
Jesus did, in fact, possess the power to turn 
stones into bread, to heal torturing diseases 
with a word, then.” said Mr. Webb, “I 
cannot believe that there was real incarna- 
tion. He was not tempted at all points like 
as we are.” 

Records as we had them of Gethsemane 
made it clear, he, said, that Jesus was pos- 
sessed of no ultra-human reserve when human 
resistance could endure no more. 

Referring to the evidence for the Resurrec- 
. Webb said that. the empty tomb 
temained as evidence of a physical resur- 
rection if we could accept the evidence of 
the first three Gospels, which agreed in little 
beyond the fact that the tomb was empty. 
ile covld not accept the evidence himself: nor 
did he believe that a basic story could be 
rationalised by the assumption that the 
women mistook the tomb on a hillside honey 
combed with sepulchres,

CITY MANAGER

MARKED INCREASE IN 
RATES INVOLVED 


———— 


HE financial strain imposed on the funds 
T of the Dublin . Corporation, especially 
in connection with unemployment relief 
schemes consequent upon the decision of the 
Local Government Department to increase the 
city’s contribution to the schemes from 32 
per cent, to per cent., is the subject of a 
report by the Deputy City Manager and Town 
Clerk, Mr. Ignatius J. Rice. 

The report, which was submitted to a meet- 
ing of the General Purposes Committee of the 
Corperation on Tuesday night, intimated that 
a communication had been received from the 
Department of Local Government, stating that 
grants for roads and footpath works would 
ie allocated “ eubject te the condition that 
contrtbutions of like amounts are provided by 
the local authorities concerned.” 

This, according to the report, means that a 
serious change m policy has been made by the 


Government ; for up to the present the extent | 


of the Corporation’s co-operation has been 
limited to the purchase of materials needed 
for rehef schemes. 

‘The sum now provisionally made avail- 
able for road and footpath works is £32,220, 
and it 18 suggested that if the Corporation 
have to pay cent. per cent. in the present 
case it would appear to imply discrimination 
against Dublin and undue nefit to some 
other districts —possibly in the country—where 
the rate levied for unemployment assistance 
is much lower than in Dublin City.” 

The necessity for careful consideration of 
the Corvoration’s position, from the point of 
view of the effect on the city’s rates, is 
stressed by the Deputy City Manager. Many 
schemes are under consideration, and the onus 
of bearing 50 per cent. of the cost would have 
a serious effect. In cases of small-scale relief 
works and roads and footpaths, the increased 
ontributions would mean 10d. in the £ on 
tne rates. 


THE AIRPORT SCHEME 


The report refers to the municipal airport 
project, which, it states, niay before long 
constitute a serious demand on the Corpora- 
tion's finances. The Corporation would prob- 
ably be asked to advance not less than 
£75,000 in that respect, and altogether the 
new developments would mean an inerease in 
the city rates of ls. 8d. in the £ in 1937-38. 

Mr. Rice stated that tne Corporation had 
always shown themselves anxious and willing 
to assist the Government in city unem rr 
ment relief schemes by providing out of the 
rates the cost of materials required to enable 
any Government grant that was forthcoming 
to be fully utilised for labour. On an aver- 
age the Corporation 's contributions in this re- 
spect. had represented about 26 per cent. of 
the total expenditure on schemes. 

‘‘ Actually,” states the report, “since 
October, 1950, the Corporation have expended 
£89,000 (an average of £17,800 per annum) 
out of the rates for the purchase of materials 
to enable State grants amounting to £258,000 
(an average of £51,600 per annum) to be paid 
in weges to the unemployed. it will be seen, 
therefore, that the Government's grants 
hitherto represent a proportion of almost 75 
per cent. of the total expenditure. 


A SERIOUS CHANGE 


“A communication, dated the 4th inst., 
received from the Department of Local 
Government and Pablic Health indicates that 
a serious change in policy has been made by 
the Government in regard to the proportion 
of contribution which they propose to require 
local authorities to make towards future 
grants. The commupication in question is a 
notification that the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health has been 
advised by the Minister for Finance that, 
‘with a view to relieving unemployment in 
county boroughs and urban districts, funds 
have been placed at his disposal for the 
allocation of grants for road and footpath 
work, subject to the condition that contribu- 
tions of like amounts are provided by the 
local authorities concerned 

‘The principle which is now being de- 
veioped is an entirely new one.” con- 
tinues the _ -report. “The relief oí 
unemployment has been recogmsed as 
a national responsibility, and the Corpora- 
tion s co-operation in the past ia bearing the 
cosi of materials has been solely in the nature 
oi rssisting the State iu relieving distress.” 

The report went on to mention that last 
year when a crant of £15,000 was made 
available by the Government, a departure 
from the former practice was initiated, as the 
terms of the grant were that the Corporation 
should defray a proportion of the total cost 
of works—nnt restricted to materials only. 
This proportion amounted to only 32 p.c.. 
and while objection was raised to the depar- 
ture from previous practice. owing to the 
small amount involved. and the necessity for 
speedily proceeding with the works, the ob- 
jection was not pressed. Now, however. the 
ovos of bearing a full £0 p.c. was sought 
to he placed on the Cornoration, and there 
was the further danger that if it was not 
nequiesced in the proportion might possibly 
he imereased against the Corporation in 
future grants. There was also the danger 
that the restriction of the grant to roads and 
footnaths might adversely affect the amount 
to be granted in future vo the Corporation 
for trunk road purposes—money not pre- 
vided bv the State. but secured as a result 
of taxation collected by the local authorities 
from the owners of motor vehicles. 


TRUNK ROAD GRANTS 


Dealing with trunk road grants, Mr. Rice 
stated that the positioa with respect to Dub- 
lin City was interesting, as apparently the 
more money the Corporation collected from 
city motor owners the Jess was received back 
by the city for trunk road grants, apparently 
for the advantage of other districts. The 
1cotor tax collected in the five years 1951-32 
to 1935-36 was £1,359,980, and the trunk road 
geents for the same period’ amounted to 
4:291,307. The position of the Corporation 
required careful consideration, owing to the 
magnitude and cost of the various unemploy- 
ment relief proposals at present under con- 
sideration for the city, involving a sum of 
£841,340, 

On the 14th ult., the report continued, the 
City Manager submitted te the Department of 
local Government a Public Health a 
schedule of small-scale relief works suitable 
for early execution & a grant were made 
available by the Government. The estimated 
cost of materials was £18,420, but if the 50 
per cent, arrangement was insisted on, it 
would mean 4% Corporation payment of 
£40550. Intimation had not so far been 
received as to whether any grants for there 
works was forthcoming, but the Corporation 
had been notified that two of the works 
included in the list submitted could ‘not be 
considered for relief grants. as they appeared 
to be works requiring to be carried out by 
the Corporation at the present time. Why 
that principle should be adopted against the 
Corporation it was difficult to understand, 
when apparently it was not applied to country 


districts.

As no provision had been made ir the 
current financial year's estimate for any of 
the foregoing charges, they would have to ge

Referring to the condition in respect of 
recent relief grants that men must be re 
cruited through the State employment ex 
change, and that, as far as possible, the 
men employed must be persons in receipt of 
unemployment assistance from the Govern. 
ment Assistance Fund, Mr; Rice stated the 
effect was to relieve the State Unemployment 
Assistance Fund by the extent of the contri 
bution enforced upon the Corporation, while 
the Corporation got no corresponding r¢lief 
in the amount they had to levy on the rate 
payers for financing the State Unemployment 
Assistance Funds. 


IMPORTANT POINTS 


In conclusion, the report emphasises the 
need for careful consideration of the follow 
ing points :'— 

The amount in any one year which the 
Corporation are prepared to consider as a 
ee charge for works for the elief of 
unemployment im the city; 

classes of schemes to which these 
money shonid be devoted; 

The discrimination against the city for the 
advantage of rural districts ; 

The new policy of increasing the proportion 
which the Corporation have hitherto been 
willing to contribute really to assist the State 
in the relief of unemployment, which is a 
State responsibility. 

“ The question,” Mr. Rice added, “has 
developed several complexities which require 
immediate-solution, so-that-a clear-cut Cor- 
poration policy may be laid down, and relief 
works inaugurated»as soomas possible.’’ 

The report was submitted to the meeting 
when a motion by Mr. J. J. Byrne, B.A.. 
urging that the Minister for Local ‘Govern- 
ment be requested to give an immediate grant 
fer relief work schemes, came on for con- 
sideration. Discussion on both report and 
motion was postponed to the next meeting. 
the report to be circulated among the 
members of the Corporation in the meantime.

LOST SKIERS FOUND 
ALIVE 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 


MELBOURNE, Wednesday. 

A panting runner brought news to Glen 
Valley »to-day that two skiers who had 
been last in the Victorian Alps for nine 
days—most of the time without food— 
had been found alive. Their rescue, which 
was effected yesterday, followed a search 
by aeroplanes and mountaineers since 
Monday, when a third member of the 
ski-ing party steggered into Glen Valley. 
One skier died in hospital late to-night. 
The men showed amazing pluck and en- 
durance, Surprised by a blizzard, they 
dug a hole in the snow in which they 
crouched for four days and nights. They 
had set,out with,only one day s supply of 
provisions. 

Eventually two ‘took shelter ‘in the 
hollow of a tree-stump, while the third 
man set out on a desperate attempt to 
get help. He arrived at Glen Valley after 
hearly four days’ wandering. After they 
had been given their first meal for eight 
days, the two men found yesterday were 
carried in the arms of their rescuers down 
te where packhorses were Waiting for 
them. 


STORKS IN ISLE OF 
WIGHT 


MAY HAVE BEEN REARED 
IN KENT 


About a dozen storks, apparently in 4 
famished condition, arrived at St. Helen's, 
Isle of Wight, last night. After circling 
round the village, they pitched on the roof 
of a cottage. Two were captured and fed 
with mackerel. On one is a ring bearing 
the mark, “ Haslemere Museum.” 

Captain Froghrooke, skipper of Lord 
Iveagh’s yacht, Santona, reporting their 
presence to a reporter, stated that the birds 
were almost the size of swans, with very 
long legs. Judging from the mark men- 
tioned—‘* Haslemere Museum’’—the birds 
probably are among those referred to in a 
letter from Mr. Blackburne, hon, secretary 
of the Haslemere Educational Museum, 
published in The Times last Friday. 

Mr. Bilackburne stated that eighteen or 
nineteen young storks received from East 
Prussia, addressed’ to the museum, and 
which were being released on artificial nests 
in. Kent, started on their migration south- 
ward on August 12. Mr: Blackburne added 
that they tmght have’ landed anywhere in 
Kent, or in Sussex, or flown across the 
Channel. The nineteenth stork had a bad leg 
and ‘‘apparently.did not consider itself fit 
enough to venture on the southward journey 
with the others,”

FOUGHT AGAINST ITALIAN

Mr. Cosgrave’s United Ireland Party has 
suffered two decisive blows in the past 
week's by-elections, and many people are 
saying that it is finished. We refuse to 
believe that it is finished. The United 
Ireland Party, we think, is destined not 
only to’return to pov t, but to carry this 
country as far along the road to its destiny 
as it was carried, during ten fateful years, 
by Mr. Cosgrave’s former Ministry. In 
tho case of these two, not vitally im- 
portant, by-elections, it has suffered as a 
result of two tactical blunders, which cast 
no reflection on its policy in the broad. 
In the first place, Mr. Cosgrave erred when 
ho made undue haste to move the writs, 
in the hope that the Government Party 
might be caught at a moment of un- 
popularity. His hope proved vain; for 
the extreme Republican vote even in 
Galway is manifestly far smaller than it 
had been supposed to be, and failed to 
divert more than a very few votes. from 
Mr. de Valera. In the second place, we 
think that Mr. Cosgrave was wrong when 
he took pains to nominate relatives of the 
two members whose deaths had rendered 
the by-election necessary. Their nomina 
tion was a direct appeal to the affection 
and loyalty of the countryside. Without 
any desire to detract from the un- 
questioned ability of either Professor 
Hogan or Captain Esmonde, we suggest 
that many of the shrewd farmers of 
Galway and Wexford were insulted by the 
implication that they would vote for a 
person, rather than a policy ; and we should 
not be surprised if some thousands of the 
abstentions were due to this slur on the 
electorate’s political integrity. Neverthe- 
less, every mistake has a remedy. Mr. 
Cosgrave retains the clearest brain in 
Irish politics; his patriotism is un- 
questioned, and it is impossible to think 
that this temporary set-back will dis- 
courage him from further effort. The by- 
elections have not proved either that his 
policy is wrong, or that it is unacceptable 
to the people of the Free State. They 
have demonstrated nothing except that his 
policy was presented badly. Professor 
Hogan created a thoroughly bad effect in 
Galway when he ran off the rails in an 
effort to steal votes from the Fianna Fail 
candidate, and his failure had a devas- 
tating effect upon the Wexford vote. The 
party’s policy itself remains unshaken. 
It is still the only policy for the Free 
State. 

We confess ourselves relieved by the 
statement of policy from Mr. Cosgrave, 
which appears in this issue. He insists 
therein that United Ireland stands for “a 
united Ireland as a free and independent 
nation in the Commonwealth of Nations.”’ 
That is the very point upon which national 
opinion was beginning to distrust Mr. 
Cosgrave’s party—largely as a result of 
Professor Hogan’s aberrations before the 
Galway by-election. We have said 
previously, and we repeat now, that there 
are hundreds of thousands of people in the 
twenty-six counties who believe with all 
their heart in Ireland's membership of the 
British Commonwealth of. Nations, and 
will vote loyally for any party that asserts 
a similarly cordial belief. 
United Ireland insists upon, or detracts 
from, this cardinal doctrine, by so much 
it will strengthen or relax its hold upon 
that great body of people. It is not a 
matter of the “ ex-Unionist ” vote—the 
‘“‘ex-Unionists’’ are not sufficiently 
numerous to make any great impression 
at the polling booths nowadays—but of 
masses of ordinary people of every class, 
who have no use for the vagueness and 
impracticability of Mr. de Valera’s aspira- 
The people turned against Mr. 
Cosgrave five years ago because he had 
been in power for nine years, and it is 
the way of a democracy to desire change. 
Mr. de Valera has held office now for five 
years, in which he has done grave damage 
not only to the country’s prosperity, but 
to its prestige; and, in the nature of 
things, his career will come to an even 
more sudden conclusion. There are, as 
everybody must admit by now, good 
features in his economic policy. Those 
features may be accepted—indeed, must 
be accepted—by Mr. Cosgrave’s succeeding 
Government, and worked into a genuine 
economic policy which will be based upon 
sounder premises. It is useless to deny 
that Mr. Cosgrave, once set in charge of 
a Government, can settle the economic 
war; any statesman of a less nebulous 
cast of mind than Mr. de Valera could 
settle it without sacrifice of anything 
essential in a couple of days, and Mr. 
Cosgrave has proved himself better able 
to deal with the British than any man 
alive. The essential, however, is that he 
shall hold fast by the Commonwealth con- 
nection, and shall gather around him, 
upon that basis, a steadfast and devoted 
party. It will not. lack followers.

A Hopeful Sign 

In these days of almost universal gloom 
it is encouraging to find somebody who is 
an optimist, particularly when he happens 
to occupy a position of high importance in 
the councils of Europe. During the last 
year or so everybody has been predicting 
another world war within a short space of 
time. All Europe has worked itself into 
a condition of chronic neurosis, and 
history teaches that when peoples convince 
themselves that war is inevitable, war in

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evitably comes. It must be admitted that: 
the pessimists hitherto seem to have had” 
nations, without exception, have been arm- 
ing themselves to the teeth at a rate of 
speed which is even greater than that of 
the immediate pre-war period of twenty- 
two years ago. Germany to-day is stronger 
than she was in 1914. Italy is immensely 
more formidable; and although Great 
Britain and France probably are weaker in 
some respects, they both are making the 
utmost haste to overhaul their handicaps. 
One of the most dangerous problems that 
confront Europe, and, incidentally, 
threaten the world’s peace, is the 
ambition of the new Germany to recoup 
herself for her territorial losses in the 
Great War. Herr Hitler, in his book, 
Mein Kampf, as well as in a score of public 
utterances, has made ho secret of his 
intention ultimately to recover for the 


Fatherland such places as Danzig and the 


Polish Corridor, as well as to bring abcut 
an Anschluss with Austria. He and his 
colleagues also have given their people to 
understand that with the progress of time 
they also will secure the incorporation in 
the Third Reich of the German population 
of the Czechoslovak Republic, knowm as the 
Sudete Germans. These people constitute 
a more or less homogeneous bloc in the 
North-West corner of Bohemia. They never 
at any time were members of the German 
Empire, but were under Austrian rule, and 
enjoyed a privileged position in the Dual 
Monarchy. Since the establishment of the 
Czechoslovak Republic they, naturally, 
have lost their position of privilege, but 
they have been treated with scrupulous 
fairness as a very substantial minority. 
Needless to say, like almost all minorities, 
they have not ceased to grumble, and, 
particularly since the advent to power oÍ 
the National-Socialist Party in Germany, 
they have been working apparently on tie 
not unnatural assumption that their 
powerful kinsfolk across the frontier would 
look after their interests, and, eventually, 
bring about their absorption in the Father- 
land. 

From the beginning it was obvious to 
those who knew anything about conditions 
in Central Europe that any attempt by 
Germany to wrest the German minority 
from the Czechosiovak Republic would re- 
sult in war—and, furthermore, in a war 
which would be almost impossible to 
localise. The Czechoslovaks are exceed- 
ingly jealous of their sovereignty, and they 
realise clearly that their State would be 
unworkable without the industrial Ger- 
man-speaking areas of North-West 
Bohemia. Nazi agitation, coupled with 
the disruptive policy of a well-organised 
minority, has been causing much anxiety, 
not only in Prague, but throughout 
Centra) Europe, and people had achieved 
a kind of fatalistic outlook, having con- 
vinced themselves that it would be only a 
matter of time until the German pincers 
should close their grip on the Czecho- 
slovak salient. Now President Benes, 
who is a man of tremendous experience 
and of ripe wisdom, has announced in a 
speech at Reichenberg, in the German- 
speaking area, that he does not believe 
that anybody is plotting to make war 
against his country. He went even farther ; 
for he said that he was confident that 
the Locarno Powers would reach a satis- 
factory agreement in the coming autumn, 
and that then the way would be clear for 
a pact of good relationship between 
Czechoslovakia and Germany. President 
Benes is not a man to make wild pro- 
phecies. It is manifest that he has good 
reason for his prediction, and, if it turns 
ont to be well-founded, one of the most 
serious obstacles to European peace will 
be removed. Germany already has made 
a ten years’ pact with Poland, thereby 
postponing the settlement of the Corridor 
problem. If she makes a similar arrange- 
ment with Czechoslovakia the whole world 
will be relieved. Hitherto the relations 
hetween Germany and the Republic have 
been exceedingly bad. Czechoslovakia is 
one of the very few States on the Con- 
tinent that have preserved, and even de- 
veloped, the democratic system of govern- 
ment, thereby setting a shining example 
to her neighbours. She has been 
hampered in her efforts by the attitude of 
the German minority, which has pursued 
a systematic policy of obstruction, 
although from the very beginning it was 
given direct representation in the Prague 
Cabinet. If a sensible arrangement can 
be reached now, whereby the German 
Government will discourage Herr Henlein 
and his friends from further agitation, not 
only will the Czechoslovak Republic be 
anabled to work out its own destiny in its 
own way, but the menace of another 
European war will be reduced appre- 
ciably. 


Monuments and Microbes 


“The National Monuments of the Irish 
Free State” is the title of a rw 
publication by the Stationery Office—a title 
which is not quite happy, if we think of a 
larger territory than twenty-six counties 
as belonging to our nation. The booklet 
gives a list and a brief account of the 
monuments which are in the care of the 
Commissioners of Public Works. It 
deserves the notice of all persons- and 
especially of holiday-makers at this 
season—who revere the relics of antiquity. 
Beginning with the dolmens and tumuli 
which have stood since the Bronze Age, 
and reviewing the stone forts, the bechive 
dwellings, the primitive churches, which 
may be said to represent Irish history 
before the flowering of Irish civilisation, 
the survey proceeds to the standing crosses, 
the round towers and the churches of the 
exquisite Irish Romanesque style. Later 
developments are not forgotten. The great 
Transitional building at Jerpoint and 
examples of Irish Gothic show that our 
land had no mean material grandeur even 
in the troubled times of the later Middle 
ages. It falls to the State to preserve from 
the wastage of Nature and the hand of the 
despoiler many a storied abbey, many a 
castle or a sculptured emblem of the 
Christian faith; for these came down many 
centuries in the pious preservation of the 
people, but now would stand neglected if 
voluntary effort were trusted. Have we 
not seen stout houses and barns standing 
near the stump of ancient structures, 
mutely telling that the builders plundered 
old monuments for cheap material? 
Monuments now in care of the Com- 
missioners, within the Free State 


boundaries, now number 327, and several 
ate added to the charg: every year. The 
Kilkenny and South-East of ‘Ireland 
Archeological Society—which later was re- 
organised as the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland—initiated the good 
work as far back as 1857. All Ireland is 
debtor to the public-spirited scholars who 
called halt to the indifference of the nation, 
in an age when public spirit, in respect of 
monuments, seemed suddenly to have 
passed away. Was it the decay of 
superstition that let loose the hand of the 
despoiler? If so, it would be well to 
invent some new superstitions. Could not 
our men of science tell us that microbes, is 
not evil spirits, pursue all who Jay impious 
hands on ancient walls? 


Whaling 


The glamour that invests the trade of 
whaling is being sadly dimmed. During 
this week the British whaling companies 
have received a message from the Nor- 
wegian Seamen’s Union threatening to 
withdraw the services of Norwegian sailors 
unless certain proposals concerning whal- 
ing quotas are accepted. This is a serious 
threat to the British industry, since many 
of its 4,000 hands are Norwegian, and 
without them it would he extremely 
dificult to man the ships. ‘There is some- 
thing all wrong about this intrusion - of 
unpleasant fact into a romantic occupa- 
tion. Whaling, as we are assured by those 
“ debunkers ” who have become so notice- 
able a part of modern life, is not what it 
has been cracked up to be; it is actually 
a hard, stern, prosaic life, with very few 
of the thrills which have invested it from 
the days of Moby Dick. Yet we should 
prefer to believe otherwise—to retain the 
touching view that whaling is a life for 
tough, bronzed men whom the world of 
political squabbles, of motor transport, of 
trades unions, has overlooked. Surely this 
trade, of all others, ought to remain a 
pursuit for individualists. Apparently, it 
is not so. The master mariner no longer 
sets sail for the deep, with no intention 
save to bring back as much whale oil 
as his hold can contain. Instead, he is 
directed by a company to chase and kill 
just so many whales, and no more, lest 
the quota may be exceeded and inter- 
national complications may be the result. 
We have no doubt that it is all the fault 
of the Captain Ahabs of the last century, 
who killed so many whales that there are 
very few left, and those few must be ap- 
portioned carefully among the countries 
that still operate a whaling industry. Yet 
it all seems so wrong. The glamorous 
recollections of our youth are fading, one 
by one, into the light of common day. War 
no longer is a matter of gleaming swords, 
but of gas bombs and flame-throwers ; 
peace is a stolid trudge, rather than a sen- 
timental journey. Will they not leave 


us even our whales and our whalers?

R. ANTHONY EDEN has returned to 
work at the Foreign Office, and is 
occupied in a variety of subjects. First 
there is the trouble in Spain. The German 
reply to the French neutrality proposals 
is regarded here from two aspects. Some 
people consider it an astute move to mark 
time, while others think that—though re- 
servations are likely to lead to some delay 
—it is an effort to make the contemplated 
pact really effective. The Italian reply is 
still delayed, though the British and 
French representatives in Rome continue 
to press for it. All the satisfaction that 
they get is Count Ciano’s promise to 
bring the matter to the notice of Signor 
Mussolini, who still preserves an irri- 
tating, and not too courteous, silence. A 
Note on the subject has-been addressed 
to Signor Mussolini by the Foreign Office, 
and will be in his hands to-morrow. The 
League of Nations and the schemes for 
its reform also are taking up much of 
Mr. Eden’s time. The exact nature and 
details of those schemes will not be re. 
vealed fully until discussion opens at 
Geneva. 


Britain s Trading Pacts 


The resentment which has been shown in 
the House of Commons by members of 
all parties over many of the trade agree- 
ments with foreign countries must lead 
to some change of policy when those pacts 
come up for revision. Several will ex- 
pire shortly, and pressure is being put 
upon the Board of Trade to see that 
Great Britain gets better deals than have 
come her way hitherto. In the Scan- 
dinavian and Danish agreements the 
balance of advantage was on the side of 
other countries, and, unless there is some 
change to her commercial benefit, the 
resident of the Board of Trade will have 
a bad time when the House of Commons 
re-assembles. It is demanded that the 
British representatives shall insist on 
such a system of exchange in any future 
commercial treatics as has been adroitly 
planned by Dr. Schacht—a system in 
which Germany buys from foreign coun- 
tries as much as they buy from her. 


Spanish Lead 


The trouble in Spain is depriving the 
world of 4,000 tons of lead every month. 
For some weeks no lead has been shipped 
from that countrv at all. Mines in other 
Ia of the world already are working at 
ull capacity, so that there is no 
possibility of making good the deficiency ; 
yet the demand from the building, 
electrical, wireless and armament in- 
dustries remains above normal. As 4 
result, the price of lead in London is 
rising substantially, and is now around 
its highest level for this year—£16 12s. 6d. 
a ton. It is expected to go still higher. 
During the boom in 1929 it reached 
£29 15s, but subsequently sank, in 1932, 
to the low level of £9 3s. a ton. 
Australia and Canada, among Empire 
countries, are likely to benefit from the 
higher prices, while the country which is, 
of all, most likely to be affected by the 
cessation of Spanish production is France. 
One of the largest Spanish mines, the 
Penarroqua, is French-owned. 


Collapsing Balconies 


Two or three accidents which have 
occurred in London lately through the col- 
lapse of balconies have directed the public 
attention to the necessity for a thorough 
inspection of those vantage places along the 
Coronation route. Many letters appear in 
the Press on the subject, and most of their 
writers are evidently under the impression 
that the matter requires to be brought to 
the notice of the authorities. As a matter 
of fact, the London County Council is

Although her keel 
has not been laid, and in all probability 
she will not be ready to sail_for three 
years or more, about sixty state-rooms 
have been reserved in the ship. and paid 
for in advance. As soon as it was an- 
nounced that the Government had 
sanctioned the construction of another 
great Cunard-White Star liner, applica- 
tions for accommodation began to reach 
the company’s office. So many people were 
disappointed over their exclusion from the 
Queen Mary on her maiden vovage that 
they are making sure of a trip this time. 


Safer Roads 


With a view to reducing the number of 
road accidents during the coming winter, 
several of the London boroughs are carry- 
ing out improvements in street lighting. 
In the Euston district the new light stan- 
dards are being fitted with powerful 
lamps, and it is intended to have high- 
powered lamps in all the principal 
thoroughfares. Similar plans are being 
carried out in other parts of London, not 
only for the main roads, but also in those 
leading to them. Most of the lamps give 
a light with a green tint, which has been 
found more effective than white. In 
South London great progress has been 
made with the installation of new light- 
ing arrangements in roads where motor 
traffic is heavy, and it is hoped that night 
road accidents will be fewer. - 


The Gordon Bennett Race

FRANCE PLEASED WITH BRITAIN’S 
LEAD

The pl satisfaction has been 
expressed in authoritative circles in Paris 
at the news that the Board of Trade has 
revoked all previously granted licences for 
the export of arms, ammunition and aero- 
planes to Spain and Spanish possessions. 

‘It is splendid news, which will be 
greeted with equal pleasure by the French 
Government and the major part of French 
opinion,” said a responsible spokesman 
to Reuter. 

The list of articles comprised in the 
Arms Export. Prohibitign Order includes: 

Cannon and other ordnance, charges of 
all kinds, explosives of every description, 
firearms of every description,’ grénaies, 
machine-guns, projectiles of all kinds, 
except air-gun pellets; mines, bombs and 
bombing apparatus, flame-throwers, fuses, 
torpedoes, gun - sighting apparatus, 
bayonets, swords and lances, tanks and 
armoured cars and aircraft assembled or 
dismantled, and aircraft engines, 

The Press Association learns that the 
ban on the exports to Spain of aircraft 
includes all military and civil aeroplanes. 
This constitutes a flat legal embargo on 
any such ‘planes leaving England in any 
way. Previously there had been some 
danger that aeroplanes might be packed 
In parts and sent over in ships if that 
were found easier than flying a fully- 
assembled machine across. 

The steps now taken show the vital 
importance which the British Government 
attaches to the insurance of the localisa- 
tion of the Spanish conflict, says the Press 
Association.

Olberg, who was stated to have entered 
Soviet Russia illegally with a passport 
stating that he was a subject of the Re- 
public of Honduras, said that he obtained 
this as a result of his connections with the 
German Secret Police and its agent at 
Prague for a bribe of 13,000 Czechoslo- 
vakian crowns (about £108), which he 
received from the Trotsky organisation. 
During his examination Olberg is alleged 
to have stated: “ My connection with the 
Gestapo (German Secret Police) did not 
form any exception. This was the line of 
policy of the Trotskyists in accordance with 
Trotsky’s instructions. 

‘Our aim was. the organisation in the 
U.S.S.R. of a campaign of terror against 
the leaders of the Communist Party ol 
the Soviet Union and the Soviet Govern- 
ment. Several times I met a prominent 
official of the Gestapo and talked with him 
regarding my first trip to Moscow and my 
plans for the preparation of a terrorist 
act.”’ 


“ ASYLUM IN GERMANY ” 


This testimony is stated to have been 
confirmed by a brother of the witness, 
Paul Olberg, who was arrested in con- 
nection with another case, and also by an 
agent of the German secret police. 
According to the testimony of Paul 
Olberg, states the Tass Agency, his brother 
told him that a Staff official of the German 
secret police had declared that everyone 
participating in the preparation and 
carrying out of terrorist acts in Russia 
would be granted asylum in Germany. 

It is also alleged that the investigation 
established that a terrorist group headed 
by another of the accused, Moissey Lurye, 
was, in fact, organised by an active 
German Fascist, Franz Weiz, representa- 
tive of Herr,Himmler, the new Chief of 
Police, in the Reich Ministry of the In- 
terior, and head of the Gestapo.

PLUNKET GREENE

VIEWS ON SMOKE AND

WE announce, with much regret, that 
Mr. Harry Plunket Greene, the dis- 
tinguished singer, whose name has. been 
so closely associated with the Dublin Feis 
Ceoil, died at St. George’s Hospital. Lon 
don, yesterday, aged 71. Mrs. Greene 
and her daughter were present when he 
died. 

Harry Plunket Greene “was born at 
Old Connaught House, County Wicklow, 
on June 24, 1865, the son of Mr. Richard 
J. Greene, barrister-at-law, and Louisa 
Plunket, fourth daughter of the third 
Baron Plunket.. Educated in Dublin and 
at Clifton College, and in Germany, he 
was at first intended for the Bar, but an 
accident upon the football field was the 
means of turning his attention to the 
career in which he afterwards became so 
famous. Greene had been seriously hurt, 
and was recuperating in Germany, where 
he became acquainted with a number of 
the leading musicians of the day. Im- 
pressed by the excellent quality of his 
voice, they persuaded him to become a 


professional singer. He studied first. in 
Dublin, under Arthur Barraclough ; after- 
wards at Stuttgart, under Hromada, 
from the year 1883; then under Vannw- 
cini at Florence, and afterwards in Lon- 
don, under Alfred Blume, and finally with 
Francis Korbay. His was not a big voice, 
but it was one of remarkable beauty, and 
he used it with rare taste and judgment. 


A HAPPY ACCIDENT 


Although from the beginning Harry 
Plunket Greene was attracted more 
towards recitals. he sang for a short 
season in opera at Covent Garden. After- 
wards, however, he devoted himself to 
concert and. oratorio singing, and was 
noted everywhere for the excellence of his 
interpretations, 

Mr. Plunket Greene made his first ap- 


pearance in public at the People’s Palace, 


i Stepney, London, in June, 1888. In the 


following March he sang in Gounod’s 
‘The Redemption,’’ and soon afterwards 
he was engaged. at all the most 
important London concerts. In 1890 
he appeared at Covent Garden in ‘‘ Don 
Giovani’’ and in “Romeo et Juliette.”’ 

In that vear also he sang at Worcester 
Festival, while two years later at 


Fritz David. another of the accused men, | 
said that in the autumn of 1932 Trotsky !

Gloucester Festival, his creation of the 
part oí Job in the Oratorio by Sir Hubert 
Parry made a _ profound impression. 


ciated with most of Parry’s productions. 
There was, however, a closer association, 
for in the year before the Festival he had 
married the composer’s daughter. Plunket 
Greene made, perhaps, his most decisive 
mark in the series of joint recitals which 
he gave with the pianist, Leonard 
Borwick. These were, in fact, the 
pioneers of the form of classical musica] 
entertainment. 


AN APOSTLE OF SONG 


Many of Sir Charles Stanford's finest 
songs were written for Plunket Greene 
. . , His remarkable powers of interpre- 
tation and especially the beauty of his 
diction caused him to be described as 
‘‘one of the living apostles of English 
song, from the folksong to the works of 
modern composers.’’ While he did much 
to restore the prestige of the English folk- 
song, he also held an unique position as 
interpretor of German lieder. He en- 
riched his repertotre with the great songs 
of Schumann and Brahms, and many of 
Parry’s lyrical works were written for 
him. It was about 1900 that he created 
the part of the Priest in Elgar’s ‘‘ Dream 
of Gerontius.”’ 

Mr. Plunket Greene made various 
successful tours in Germany and the 
United States of America. In 1923 he 
visited Canada with Granville Bantock, 
and helped to establish the musical com- 
petition movement there upon sound lines. 


SMOKING CONCERTS 

Mr. Plunket Greene taught for many 
years at the Royal Academy of Music 
and the Royal College of Music, London. 
He held’ that smoking and good music 
should go well together, and in 1934 he 
instituted smoking chamber concerts at 
the Princes Galleries, London. Harry 
Plunket Greene was a successful lecturer 
and writer on the art of singing, and 
on allied subjects. His jubilee was 
celebrated by a banquet given last year 
in London, and attended by a host of 
guests distinguished in the world of music. 

Mr. Plunket Greéne was one of the most 
welcome of adjudicators at the Dublin Feis 
Ceoil, and his interest in it is perpetuated 
in the valued cup that bears his name. He 
married Gwendolen Maud, second daughter 
of the late Sir Hubert Parry, in 1899, and 
had two sons and one daughter. His book. 
“ Where the Bright Waters Meet,” was 
very popular, and “still is prized by 
devotees of fishing. His principal profes- 
sional work was ‘‘Interpretation in 
song. 

The funeral takes place on Saturday at 
Hurstbourne Priory, Hampshire.

In an age when singers sang 
whatever they were paid to sing, and when 
publishers of royalty ballads were the 
paymasters; when. even talented com- 
posers like Sullivan and Cowen were will- 
ing- to truckle to false sentiment about 
anemic choristers and “The Better 
Land,’’ Plunket Greene ranged himself 
with those composers who waged war on 
all this balladry, It was comparatively 
easy for his colleague, Leonard Borwick, 
to keep that part of their compact which 
declared against rubbish; for the era of 
salon piano music was already past, and 
the classics were at disposal. But English 
song scarcely possessed any classics that 
English audiences could recognise as such. 
Even English folksong was unknown, 
Fortunately for the Irishman. there were 
Moore’s melodies, and, still more for- 
tunately for Greene and his new public, 
©. V. Stanford, and Alfred Perceval 
Graves were collaborating in ‘ Songs of 
Old Ireland,” and providing such master- 
pieces: as “ Father O’Flynn”’ and “ My 
Love's an Arbutus.’’ Greene gathered his 
folksongs ‘‘from - Shannon ‘to Blue 
Danube': he made it worth while 
for composers of new songs to ransack 
anthologies of English lyrics and trans- 
mute into melody all the treasures to be 
found there from Herrick to Tennyson. 
He helped to create a school of English 
song, to which Parry, Stanford, Arthur 
Somervell, Ernest Walker, Walford 
Davies and many other composers con- 
tributed. He was to them very much 
what Julius Stockhausen was to Brahms 
and what he contributed to this 
renaissance Was not merely the willing- 
ness to devote his talents to anything 
really good, but the ability to make 
audiences realise how good it was. 

His school of English song, adds The 
Times, was based on the qualities of the 
language and the poets’ use of them. His 
inimitable exposition of it. had just one 
practical disadyantage—that other singers 


made his own. He was the creator of 
the song recital as we know it, but since 
he left recital-giving to youlger men and 
women we have certainly known very 
much less of its delights, and there seem 
to be some of his songs which can never 
quite be known again after the singer is 
dead and the maker buried. :

Industrial production in the United King- 
dom in the June quarter established a record.

“The total index for manufacturing 
industries (129.3) also represented the greatest 
volumesof production in any quarter so far 
recorded.

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FATAL SUNSTROKE IN 
LONDON 
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INSINUATIONS REFUTED 
AT. INQUEST 


The father of Howard Arthur Brake, aged 
twenty-six, a ¢Ommercial traveller, of East 
Sheen. Surrey, who died suddenly after 
attending the Anglo-American sports meeting 
at the White City, London, on Saturday, 
told the Coroner at the inquest that the 
family were deeply pained -by suggestions 
which had been made as to his death. 

Mr. G. '. Brake. a ' well-known 
Leicester Rotarian, and father of 
the dead man, referred to Press staiements 
as to his son dying in a public-house. 

“ Coming of a religious family,” he added, 
“the suggestion that he died in a _public- 
house has hurt the feelings of many of us. 
I should like to ask the doctor if he could 
say definitely that death was not due te 
drink. It might ease the feelings of some of 
us who were attached to him.” 

The Coroner—The doctor has said that 
death was not attributable to drink, and 
that there were no signs at the post-mortem 
that the deceased was addicted to drink. 

Dr. M‘Cormack—None at all 

Mr. Brake also pointed out that actually 
his son died after beiúg carried aut of the 
public-house 

It was stated in evidence that the deceased 
had stood hatless in the sun at the White 
City for two and throe-quarter hours. After- 
wards. he and a inend went to the Derby 
Arms Hotel, East Sheen, and while in the 
saloon bar Brake complained of faintness 
and a few minutes later collapsed. Mle was 
carriec outside, but was found to be dead. 

Dr. E. W. McCormick said that Brake 
must have had a weak heart for some time, 
and a heat stroke brought things to a head. 
He found conditions knewn to be caused by 
exposure to the sun and heat, and in that 
case they had a definite connection with 
Brake'’s sudden collapse.

Inspector Walter Brazil stated that on the 
4th July Sergeant McKenna made a report to 
him, in consequence of which, accompanied 
by a party of Guards, he went to Dromin.

A number of persons were 
on the roadway, one of whom—Micheael 
Russell—was bleeding from the hand. The 
witness saw the Rev. Father e*Jea, P.P., 
Dromin, come from the house of dames 
Carroll, and, in consequence of what Father 
O'Dea told him, he entered the house and saw 
a man lying on a mattress in a room. He 
had a wound on the left hip. The man said 
that he was in great pain, and th; witness 
formed the opinion that he was dying. 


ARREST DESCRIBED 


The witness proceeded to Maidstewn, 
Bruree, and from there to Bruree village. 
The sergeant made a report in respect of a 
motor car which was parked outside the 
public-house of Owen Coll. The witness 
entered the public-house and in the hall 
lounge he saw two men seated. The man 
furthest from him was the accused man. He 
had a gun beside him. 

When he was abreast the accused man he 
pushed him with his right hand, snatched the 
un with his left, Rios went out by a door. 
The accused man made no resistance. —The 
uniformed Guards then entered the room, and 
the witness returned to it and directed the 
accused man to be taken to the PBrurec 
Barrack. He had been arrested by 
this time by Sergeant McKenna and 
charged with the attempted murder of 
Jerome Maher. The witness searched him at 
the barrack, and found six cartridges, in his 
coat pocket. When the wounded man died he 
charged him with wilful murder of Jerome 


i Maher. The only statement he made was,

AFTER THE RESTORATION 


I say “as a popular art,” for though it is 
true that Shakespeare’s Globe was no bigger 
than the Abbey, this is, in fact, rather sur- 
prising. since that London, with ifs two or 
three theatres, was infinitely smaller than 
modern Dublin. From Ludgate to Tower 
Hill was about a mile. which Is to 
say, about as far as from the Parnell statue 
to St. Stephen’s Green—Westminster one 
may ignore as being a mere village. More- 
over, there were traveling companies which 
visited places like Norwich, Coventry, Ply- 


“strong stuff’ for the people, Une 
pass over the play in the schools or the 
tons of Court as being eclectic. 

The theatre ceased to be popular after the 
Puritans came into power, and when it 
revived with the Kestoration it was 
eynical, licentious, aristocratic, 
: inhuman. it mocked the " flat- 
caps,” and derided bourgeois morality. Even 
the fact that it mtroduced sex-appeal 
by -intreducing actresses, wfose presence 
eucouraged the dramatists to devise new 
situations to exploit new possibilities, did 
uot make it popular. 4 

Above all, reansm went out with the 
Restoration, for the new playwrights created 
characters in whom one could only half 
believe and put them into situations in which 
one could not believe at all. Nor was the 
manner of presentation realistic. There was 
scenery, it is true, but they painted ‘the 
furniture on it, and the apron-stage kept the 
Nell Gwynns well to the front, near the foot- 
lights, where they could both rant and show 
themselves off in the best Elivabethian—i.e., 
old-fashioned—style. 


A HOT-HOUSE PLANT 


There were (and it so remained from 
1660. to 1843) only two “patent ™ 
theatres in that London —Covent Garden 
and »Drury Lane, and they would 
have. housed more than five hundred 
people apiece. Few plays ran for more than 
tw ye pertormances. Not even the more 
human plays of Gay and Goldsmith and 
Sheridan (though they did attract back the 
populace) saved the theatre from the condi- 
tion of being a hot-house plant. 

They might, perhaps, had it not been neces- 
sary, as a result of the monopoly granted the 
two theatres, to build such monsters as 
Smirke’s Covent Garden in 1809, an imita- 
tion of the Acropolis of Athens, im which 
nobody could either see or hear what hap- 
pened on the stage. In came, as a result, 
Italian opera, farce, exaggeration, pantomime, 
the star system and spectacle, 

Pageants and pageants in long order drawn, 

Peers, heralds bishops, ermine, gold and 

lawn, -.. 

The intimate naturalistic drama could not 
possibly develop under these conditions, and 
material conditions have always affected the 
development of the drama. buat the melo- 
drama did—in the “ minor theatres, which 
from 1843 on were compelled to conform to 
the category of burletta, with a song or two. 
(These minors were such houses as lhe 
Coburg, now the Uld Vic, the Wells, and 
Astiey's.) it is im such theatres that Steven- 
son saw the plays that charmed his boyhood 
and became the repertoire of the toy-theatre— 
which (in Stevenson’s old age) our Jack 
Yeats was constructing and offering for sale 
to the public in- collaboration with Mr. John 
Maselield. 

There, tmdeed, was a popular drama! 
“ Blackeyed Susan ” or “ The Miller and his 
Men ” howled at the audience, or growled at 
it, or acted in dumb-show to the accompan- 
ment of pizzicato music and blue limes. It 
pleased the masses who had been flung up by 
a series of events that swelled the size of 
London from the Napeolonic Wars to the 
Industrial Revolution. It went on even in our 
day, keeping Drury Lane alive, in such plays 
as *‘ The Whip,”’ with real horses racing the 
Derby on the stage, a real rail collision, a 
Zeppelin rising into the afr, a safe-robbery 
with “'real ” acetylene, and other plays like 
“The Two Little Vagabonds,”’ with real 
water or real fire, But it 1s the judgment of such 
historians of the theatre as Allardyce Nicoll 
that. already “outwardly,- by 1850, the 
a theatre had reached almost its lowest 
| abb.” 


THE LEGITIMATE DRAMA 


So, by the time the ‘‘ melodramas”’ of Mr. 
Henry Arthur Jones made their compromise 
with the mob the mob was already in- 
different to anything but strong  enter- 
tainment. Pinero, Ibsen, what. Shaw 
ealled ‘‘Sardoodeledum,” Shaw himself, 
seized on a taste for the theatre, but an un 
instructed taste, as anybody may see whe 
cares to browse in Shaw’s delightful volumes 
of dramatic criticism.

Farce 
alone paid. Naturalism did not come 
in until the French theatre of 
the 90’s-and-after had showed the way; and 
it is again a curious thing that that French 
drama, between ‘87 and the war, consisted of 
sex-problem plays to the extraordinary amount 
of 90 per cent. (so it has been definite’y 
ascertained), and sex has never been a popular 
subject: in the theatre, outside of France. 
How popular, then, was the legitimate drama 
at the end of the century and up to the war? 
Popular when it was poor; poor houses when 
it ‘was good. Ono need only think of the 
plays we .saw around 1914; the musical 
comedies that crowded the house, or plays 
like. ‘Charley's Auynt’’ or “Mrs Wiggs of 
the Cabbage Patch”; but we need not think 
very hard to remember that Shaw 
never filled) » the theatre; nor Pinero, 
nor Wilde. To. this. day, 
London, an Ibsen or a Tchekoy play will 
run for no more than a jew weeks, and 
then it needs a small theatre, first-class pro- 
duction, and star-actors 

Social conditions. and material conditions 
are always making or unmaking the drama, 
for.it is of alt arts the most communal—it 
depends on the collaboration of the audience 
and the playwright, and the audience is itself 
controlled by the conditions of lite. It was 
aslight, and a monopely—and doubtless 

icoll is right in adding the drabness of 
Victorianism (seeking an escape)—that pro- 
duced melodrama, not the playwrights. And 
gas, and electricity, it was that removed 
the apron stage and created the conven- 
tion of a naturalistic stage from which we 
pretend that the fourth wall is missing.

Before a crowd of 40,000 at the Yankee 
Stadium, New York, on Tuesday, Joe Louis, 
the Detroit negro, knecked out Jack Sharkey, 
former holder of the world’s heavy-weight 
litle, in the third round.

Louis opened the proceedings with a right 
to the face, followed by a left to the head 
and a right to the body. Sharkey was forced 
against ¢he ropes, where Louis pummeled him 
with a barrage of lefis and rights. Sharkey 
retaliated and got in a left and right to the 
chin. Louis again drove Sharkey into a 
corner and punished him about the head, 

Sharkey. calling on his experience, remained 
eool under pressure and extricated himself 
from an awkward situation. Lovis: got im 
with left and right to the chin, but Sharkey, 
standing up to his man, scored with a fine 
left hook to the face, and then bore in to 
close quarters for a body attack. louis tried 
to keep him out by jabbing and Sharkey’s 
nose began to redden. Louis landed a left 
to the body as the bell rang,

Mr. Gallagher, as chairman of the firm 
of electrical ceatractors, also congratulated 
the Committee, and he hoped the young 
people of the borough and neighbourhood 
would take full advantage of the educatfonal 
benefits which were being placed at their dis- 
posals. 

Technical training, he said, was essential 
to any industry if it were to succeed, and 
the trainmg of boys and girls in this school 
would enable them to earn a decent living, 
while at the same time serving the whole 
community.
